My, Wells has made it very clear in his
famons report that the results of a heavy
garift on raw matorials and of an inconverti-
le cuivency, are finally to make prodnetion
po enormonsly costly that where there is
Foreign competition, our great branches of
snanulacturs must break down, or elsa be
fheld up at an excessive cost to consumers,
dlany other important branches of industry
'-‘.1_,1'1 e now Ilrl-l'l-it'l_\f in the condition of
our shipbuilding, if they were not sustained
By heavy duties. But even with the help of
ghose they are languishing, and the weans of
pvery purchaser are cramped. His purchas-
ing power is diminished—through
2lie necessily of aiding to bolster
mp weak manufactures. The worst of
fhis—with the inconvertible ctirrency—
s that ench workman must draw
higher wages to balance the losses to which
lie issubject, and thus every portion of a
ananufacturing enterprise, labor, material,
machinery, and sopervision, become more
wostly, until our industry ceases to be able
o compete with the world's industry, In
muany branches we do not see this; but in
ghipbuilding we are open to absolute free
grade. Here there must be unchecked com-
petition with the world. There can be no
garifi on ships, except in our coast trade,
Dur whole industry, with all its burdens, and
our defective currency, here must strnggle on
g free field with the experience, the capital
pnd unfettered production of Europe, All
fhe losses of our production appear at once in
our shipbuilding aud in the cost of sailing
our vessels,

The statements made before the Congres-
gpional Comumittee show that our condition in
ghe matter of the marine is even worse than
fias been popularly supposed.

We shall ewidently sink very soon to the
plate of a fourth-rate or fifth-rate commerecial
power, unless some remedy be devised, The
anost approved cure of our evils which was
Buggested to the committes was a rebate on
khe duties npon all the materinls which enter
into the construction of vessels, especially on
copper, metals, and cordage. Mr. A, Low
expressed the general sentiment of our com-
ity when he said that we could not pro-
pose the entire transfer of our shipyards
mbroad, as would be the case if we were peg-
mitted to build our ships and steamers
England. This is an extreme of free trade
which the people are not likely to adopt.

Mr. Low, w{:(}ﬁe opinionsave to be received
with much respect, did not have the confi-
glenoce in the superior ability of American me-
chanics over Dritish which others testified.
¢‘They work,” he said, ‘‘a short time, and
Rhen become demoralized.” He donbted if
wre coitld produce such excellent ships as the
English, His remarks on the uniform and
Bkihful encouragement of commerce by the
British Government, and the uniform neglect
of it by eur own, were striking and nngues-
Riounbly just,

Qur correspondent on the Tyne, it will be
remembered, bas little faith that even a
rebate of duties would enable us to build
iron steamers as cheaply as the British ship.
builders, especially on account of the differ-
ence of wages betweon the two countries.
This may be the obstacle. But Congress
must either give our shipyards this advan-
fago—that is, allow them free trade in iron,
copper, cordage, and lumber—or see our
wrliole foreign commercinl marine transferred
&o Great Britain and Germany. They must
also permit foreign-bound American vessels
o enjoy the same priviloge which the British
Government permit to their steamers, to take
#he articles which are in daily use on board—
guch as eoffes, toa, wines, sugars, and to-
bacco—{rom bond, aud consume them free
from duty.

It is possible that when we have done all
&his for our ship-building interast, we shall
mot ba able to support it in competition with
ghe Dritish; but at least we shall have done
sll in our power, nntil we make the final re.
form both 1n tariff and currency which shall

He is
for fighting the next battle on living issnes,
and by cordially inviting into the ranks all
whao desire to vote the Democratic ticket, he
would make & bold push for vietory. If Mr.
Vallaudigham shall proclaim sueh a liberal
oreed as this, and rally to his side the pro-

Strange to say, in playing sucha part My,
Vallandigham's most conspicuons competitor

Truer words were never spoken, and he iy
an unwise or an insinecera friend of the ad-
winistration who does not lny them to heart,
When the Copperheads were trying to defent
General Grant's election, they paraded Del-
mar's official ealenlntion that the Treasury
would be one hundred aod fitty millions
minus at the close of the fiseal year then
passing. They chiuckled over that prospect
as though it werc a uew Bull Run or Frede-
ricksburg.  And now they wonld have worsted
us in the late alcctions bt for the fact that
the debt is bLeing steadily reduced by pur-
chase nnd payment., Stop that process to-
morrow, aud the Government is a shorn Sam-
son, and gold “‘buils” in Wall street will vie
with Copperheads at the polls in their anti-
national frinmphs.

The naked truth is that the great mass of
our frugal, thrifty, hard-working people waunt
the national debt paid, and that within the
next generation. They do not regard it as a
blessing but as a burden, which they mean to
be honestly rid of, They have no faith in
financial juggles: they fully understand that
it is to be puiﬁ from the fruits of their labor,
aud they propose to work and save on pur-
pose that it may be paid. Each successive
monthly statement which shows that five to
ten millions of the debt have been paid off
within the preceding thirty days makes them
feel as they did when they first read the naws
from Fort Donelson, or heard that Vicksburg
had surrendered to Grant; or that Atlania
had been abandoned to Sherman's victorious
arms. ‘‘Nothing succeeds like success;”
and the fact that we are paying eighty
or ninety millions of the debt per annum is
the best answer to those who argue that we
cam never pay it. We shall have five millions
less interest to pay next year than we must
an this year, becanse of the principal we

ave meantime wiped out; and we must not
weary in well-doing. In order to fund onr
debt at a lower vate of interest, we must con-
vinee the holders mnd other moneved men
that onr debt will suvely be paid—that the
bonds are to become scarcer and scarcer
yearly, so that their market price will ad-
vance: and we shall soon be able to fund the
five-twenties ot a lower rate of interest, and
thus save twenty or thirty millions per an-
num. But let the llll"-':ll.(‘lll of the bonds be
stopped, and we shall have the credit of
the Government falling off, the burden of the
debt increased by the feeling that there is to
be no end to it, and all wanner of repudiating
schemes commended and made formidablas,
There nay be friends of the administration
who unite iu the clamor for veducing and
taking off taxes; but that will be a dark day
for General Grant which sees the taxes so re-
duced that we can no longer persist ina steady
and rapid redoction of the debt. The wisdom
of mu-E a course would bave been exactly
paralleled by stopping the augmentation of
our armies in July, 1564, and mustering out
100,000 veterans to retwrn to their homes. If
we keep on paying thedebt, it will come to be

enerally nnderstood that the debt is to be
onestly paid.

SPANISH DARBARITIES IN CUBA,
From the N. Y. Herald.

The letter of the poor Caban prisoners who
were massacted by the Spanish soldiers al
Jiguani to the foreign consuls, which we pub.
lished on Monday, shows how these unhappy
people dreaded the fate that befell them,
This appeal to the Consuls of England, Franee,
FPrussia, and the United States wonld not have
availed under any cienmstances, probably,
bit eonld not if even the Consuls had been
disposed to interfere, for the sigmers of it
were dead men before any action could have
been taken. Such is the brutality of the
Hpanish soldiers and Spanish volunteers that
these unfortunate Cubun prisoners appre-
bended violence denth from those who
should have gunrded and protected them
Their langunge is extremely tonching and
prophetic Fheir language
ltlllllh'itj,: nndl e -{u:l'? Gy “We do
not fear the sentence of the anthorities: we
do not fear 1o stawd before any tribunal;
we do not fear Lhe rancoroas hatred of
our enemics, nor the slinders so freely cir-
culated against us for the erime of darving
to be liberals; bnt we have a dreadfnl appre-
hension as to wliat will bie onr fate and that of
onr families.” and then. as if forasceing their
fate, they add:—*Aud this apprehension is
converted into & borrible fenr when we eall
to mind onr hwprisomwent, with the ecirenm-
stances of which  yon wre aoguainted—that
deed which, had its tull intent been enrried
ont, would have deprived several innocent
wen of their lives, wmen whose rvemoval was
wrapped in mystory like our own—and this
fear 18 converted into o tervible veality when
we vefleet that in o lonely region, in the
midst of acivil war. we, scoused of political
offenses which haye never been proved, may
meet onr death {from an attaek, an encounter,
a simple skirmish, amare suspicion from those
having us in charge.”  Ilow surely and dread-
fnully did these poor vietims of Spanish op
pression realize the fate they apprehended!
They were muardered in **a lonely region” by
the bruatal gnards who escorted them and
should have protected them. We know of
nothing more horrible in the history of eivil
wars., Itcould not have occarred in this
enlightened and civilizod age with any other
people than the Spaniards. It is safficient to
cause onr Government and the other govern-
ments of the civilized world to declare the
war in Cuba a barbarous one, and to insist,
in the name of humanity, thatl it must cesse.
If there were n spark of courage in the Becre-
tary of State, or if the administration vepre-
gented the American people on this Cuban
question, such a protest would be sent to
Madrid as wonld startle the Spanish Govern-
ment, Spain, in the atrocious conduct of
the war iu Cuba, has placed herself beyond
the pale of civilization and international
comity, and shonld be proclaimed the enemy
of humanity. ;
